Traffic Tragedy Needs Publicity 


If all the human beings killed in highway 
accidents in the U. S. were buried rn one 
area, each under a white cross, as was 
done in many burial grounds of American 
soldiers killed in war, there would be thou­ 
sands of acres of such symbols. 
Even for one year the assemblage of em­ 
blems would be terrifying to the observer. 
But this slaughter has been going on at an 
accelerated rate for more than 50 years. 
It requires little imagination to visualize 
the “crosses, row on row,” each one elo­ 
quently telling of a human being losing the 
spark of life. 
Yet there Is an assemblage of human be­ 
ings still living, in the shadow of t h o s e 
crosses, whose lives are precarious, dark­ 
ened bv suffering, sometimes by mental 
derangement, sometimes by a hopeless 
conviction that they will never again enjoy 
life as do their friends. 
These people, who live in the shadows of 
the crosses are the ones who va s e injure I 
— many of them permanently — in a c c i­ 
dents. 
Cold statistics show that 20 persons are 


injured rn traffic accidents for every one 
who is killed. 
The total list of tragedies resulting from 
accidents on highways and streets would 
therefore be equivalent to a large city in­ 
habited solely by those who are more or 
less incapacitated from the ordinary en­ 
joyments of life—because of the careless­ 
ness, recklessness, incompetency or down­ 
right guilt of those responsible. 
This situation has become so alarming i 
that the medical fraternity is making spe­ 
cial studies in the field of rehabilitation of j 
traffic-injured persons. All rehabilitation j 
agencies have been deeply concerned with 
this problem for a long time. 
What is to be gained in calling attention j 
to such facts, day after day, week after \ 
week? That must be in the minds of all j 
who read the newspapers. 
The question is pertinent, but at least J 
one answer can be found in the obvious 
proposition that it is only bv constant repe- j 
tition that drivers may be made so con- i 
scious of the constant danger besetting ; 
them that they will be more alert.
